then in the Morning falting, give it to your Horfe, 
ride him gently upon its let him fatt three or fout 
hours, then let him eat fome Hay, and after he hath 
eaten Hay half an hour, then let him drink as much 
warm water as he will, and fo again at Night; the 
next morning walk him out gently for half an hour,
